John D. Rog secretary . for 
the district, said a contract has 
been Jet to Murphy Construction 
Co., West-Palm Beach, for the con- 
struction of a new $140,000 pump- 
ing plant with the.installation of 
three pumping units which will 
give a total pumping capacity of 
150,000 gallons of water per min- 
ute for the new plant. 

"The over all plan calls for the 
deepening of an outlet canal at 
the site of the old plant, building 
of a bridge on an access road and 
the removal of the old plant when 
the new is completed and put into 
operation,". Rogers said. “The over 
all contract totals $188,606. Later 
other contracts will be let for the 
improvement of the entire dfajn- 


.age canal system." 


Thé project is being financed by 
$300,000 bond issué which seas-

Quick Sugar Bill 
Action Congress 


Florida's sugar quota, today pre- 
dicted quick passage of this legi- 
slation by the House of Represent- 
atives. 

In commenting on the new sugar 
bill, Congressman Rogers said: 
“The recent actions of the House 
Agriculture Committee and 
immediate consideration of. this 
matter by the House of Represent- 
atives suggests that enactment of 
new sugar legislation , will occur 
promptly." P 

The present Sughr Act, which 
‘was originally enacted in 1948, is 
due to expire on June 30th of this 
year. As a protection to the sugar 
industry of America, it apportions 
Shares of the United States sugar 
market to the two domestic seg- 
ments of the sugar industry, main- 
ly sugar beets and sugar cane, and 
provides some quota for overseas 
suppliers. 

The new sugar legislation ex- 
pands the portion of the U. S. sugar 
market presently allocated. to do- 
mestic producers. The 'quota for 
the mainland cane sugar area, 
which includes Florida, would be 
increased by 35 percent to 895,000 
tons. In addition to this increase, 
an additional portion of the sugar 
market is allotted to domestic 
growers by providing 63 percent of 
the yearly growth in U.. S. con- 
sumiption to U. S. producers. 

The new legislation would also 
take some of tlie quota originally 
allocated to pre-Castro Cuba and 
reallocate it to U. S. producers and 
[mas nations. No sugar will. be 
[mas from Communist Cuba. 

In further comment on the sugar 
legislation, Rogers said “I` am 
hopeful that the United States will 
never again become as dependent 
on-one foreign source for its sugar 
supply as it was on Cuba. This legi- 
slation gives this assurance. 

"I am confident that the Con- 
gress will enact this incréase so 
that Florida's new $100 million 
sugar industry will take its right- 
ful place in the booming economy 
of our State. This will mean new 
jobs and opportunities for Florid- 
| ans," ?
